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Decorative  Hedges 

THE  living  fence — one  made  of  plants,  attractive  with  green  leaves,  colored  foliage  or 
bright  berries,  may  be  formally  trained  or  arched  branched  with  effects  far  more  pleas¬ 
ing  than  the  stiff  mechanical  wood  or  metal  fencing.  A  living  hedge  is  permanent — 
once  planted,  only  occasional  pruning  or  shearing  is  required. 


Red -Leaved  Jap.  Barberry 

This  new  Barberry  is  very  unusual  and  different 
from  any  shrub  developed  in  many  years.  The 
foliage  is  a  bronzy  red  and  rich  in  appearance. 
It  has  the  same  characteristics  as  the  Barberry 
Thunbergii  in  all  respects  except  color.  As  an  in¬ 
dividual  planting,  worked  into  a  hedge  or  planted 
with  other  shrubs,  gives  a  striking  color  contrast 
with  the  other  foliage.
